Shopping Center Approved 
By Planning Commission 


PLACENTIA — A use permit to 
allow a shopping center on Yorba 
Linda Boulevard between 
Bradford Avenue and Kraemer 
Boulevards on 14.86 acres was 
approved by the Planning 
Commission last week. In addition 
site development approval for the 
center was given. 

The center is being developed 
by Diversified Shopping Centers, 
Inc. of Newport Beach. So far an 
Alpha Beta food market is 
planned for the site. 

Under the use permit several 
uses were allowed to come into 
the center. Other uses deemed less 
desirable by the Planning 
Commission were placed on a 

Crosswalk Is 
Denied By 
City Council 

YORBA LINDA-The City 
Council again denied a request to 
place a crosswalk across Fairmont 
Boulevard to Fairmont School at 
Nova Street because of danger to 
children in the walk from cars on 
Fairmont. 

The Lyn ridge Homeowners 
Association had requested the 
crosswalk because they said 
children would cross the street 
there to go to the school to play 
and should have some protection. 

Councilmen said that a 
crosswalk there would be 
extremely dangerous and added 
that studies showed that more 
people, including children, are 
killed in crosswalks than outside 
of them. 

The council did approve a 
crosswalk across Nova at 
Fairmont and the posting of 
school zone signs along Fairmont 
at the school.

Use Permit 
Approved By 
Commission 

PLACENTIA — A. use permit 
and site development approval has 
been granted for a 280-unit 
apartment complex to be located 
on 14.40 acres on the northeast 
corner of Kraemer Boulevard and 
Crowther Avenue in the 
unclassified zone by the Planning 
Commission. 

Density on the property, which 
is now owned by Edward P. 
Backs, will be about 20.41 units 
per acre. The buildings will be 
grouped in 25 structures of eight 
or 16 units. A total of 41.5 
percent of the property will be in 
landscaping or open space. 

Commissioners also approved a 
use permit for Oranco Industrial 
Properties for 3.66 acres on the 
northeast corner of Orangethorpe 
Avenue and Placentia Avenue for 
use by Brian Chuchua for an 
automobile sales and service 
agency. Chuchua presently runs 
an agency in Fullerton. Site 
development approval for the 
agency was continued for two 
weeks to allow the developer to 
work on site plans. 

Also continued was a tentative 
tract map and use permit for a 
344 unit condominium 
development on the northeast 
corner of Kraemer Boulevard and 
Golden Avenue. The development 
was brought to the commission to 
get its thinking on several 
problems facing the developer and 
staff in the layout of the project.

Meeting Set 


At Glenknoll 


PLACENTIA—The selection of 
Placentia to be honored as an All 
American City was announced 
Monday morning jointly by the 
city administration and the 
Saturday Evening Post. Placentia 
is one of nine cities nationally to 
be so honored. 

The All-American City award is 
given to recognize outstanding 
civic achievements brought about 
by citizen action and involvement. 
These can range from solving 
minority problems to instituting a 
new system of city government. 

Placentia was honored because 
of the many citizen-directed 
efforts taking place over the past 
few years. Among the most 


important was the Atwood 
self-help project, the only one of 
its magnitude in the nation, where 
citizens banded together to fight 
unsatisfactory zoning and to 
annex to Placentia so that they 
could redevelop their community. 

Other items recognized by the 
awards committee were the 
passage of the park bond issue in 
1968 and completion of the city 
park system, teen representation 
on two city commissions, the 
forming of a teen cabinet, the 
volunteen program, the La Jolla 
overpass project, the parkette 
program and the Little League 
snack shop construction. 

It began back in September 


when a citizens committee headed 
by former mayor Vic Michel sent 
an application to be considered as 
an All-American City. It was 
announced last October 14 that 
Placentia was one of 18 cities 
named a finalist. 

Only one other city in 
California, Santa Fe Springs, was 
also honored. The other seven 
cities honored were Beloit, 
Wisconsin; Carbondale, Illinois; 
Chickasha, Oklahoma; Jamaica, 
New York; Lowell, Massachusetts; 
North Branford, Connecticut; and 
the Twin Cities area of Minnesota.

YORBA LINDA—Consideration 
of the new zoning ordinance will 
not begin until April 25 following 
City Council action last week at 
its regular meeting. 

The new ordinance was 
recommended for approval by the 
Planning Commission, which 
urged that it be adopted as soon 
as possible. The ordinance is 
designed to implement the general 
plan. 

The argument of Roland 
Bigonger, Whit Cromwell and 
George Machado, who favored 
putting the ordinance off until 
after the election, was that the 
general plan, which the ordinance 
is designed to implement may or 
may not be approved. Also the 
councilmen felt that the new 
councilmen should be involved in 
approving the ordinance since 
they would have to live with it. 

Planning Director Brian Hawley 
said that the question of whether 
or not the plan is approved is 
pretty much immaterial since the

Miller, who has resigned as of 
June 30. 

Tynes has been serving as Chief 
Administrative Officer of the 
district since Miller’s resignation 
last November. He has exercised 
all the powers of the office of 
superintendent, being responsible 
for all internal affairs of the 


district. 

In naming Tynes to the position 
of superintendent the board 
expressed its confidence in the 
reforms he is attempting to make 
in the district. 

Tynes has been in the Placentia 
Unified School District since the 
mid-1940’s, first as a teacher of 
physical education and athletic 
coach and in more recent years as 
director of physical education for 
the district. He was the board’s 
representative for 
employer-employee relations 
before assuming his present 
duties.

What’s Going On In 
The Placentia District 

Since John Tynes was appointed Chief Administrative 
Officer for the Placentia Unified School District in 
November 1971, many positive things have occured to 
re-instill confidence in the school district’s administration. 

When questions are asked, direct answers are given. 
Problems have been met head-on . . . and resolved. The days 
of inept and bungling responses, and indecisive maneuvering 
are apparently a thing of the past. John Tynes deserves 
most of the credit for this turn-about, and the parents and 
kids of this district have a lot for which to be thankful. 

But, there is one thing in particular that we don’t 
understand; the many, many Board Meetings that 
apparently are necessary to conduct District business, and 
the continued lengthy closed-door executive sessions. 

For the record, we are reprinting the Board policy on 
Executive Sessions: 

Executive Sessions 

“All Board meetings shall be open to the public except that 
executive sessions may be held during regular or special meetings for 
the following purposes: To consider expulsion, suspension, or 
disciplinary action in connection with any pupil; to consider the 
appointment, the employment or dismissal of a public officer or 
employee; to hear complaints or charges brought against a public 
officer or employee; to consider matters affecting the national 
security. Executive sessions may also be held by the Board with its 
designated representatives prior to and during consultations and 
discussions with representatives of employee organizations regarding 
the salaries, salary schedules, or compensation paid in the form of 
fringe benefits to employees, in order to review its position and 
instruct its designated representatives. (Government Code Section 
54957.6) 

“A representative of the County Counsel's office or the Board’s 
private attorney may meet with the Board in executive session with 
respect to any matter which falls within the attorney/client privilege 
area. Such matters could include pending or potential litigation or 
other matters where legal expertise is required and where it is in the 
best public interest to keep confidential the legal advice obtained or 
to keep confidential the information necessary to obtain such 
advice. 

“Whenever an executive session is held, the Board shall reconvene 
in public meeting, if possible. Any action following such 
deliberations shall be taken openly in public meeting. Any decisions 

or agreement to take action at a future time must be announced at 

the end of executive session.” 


Either the PUSD has the highest number of pupil 
disciplinary actions in educational history (which we 
doubt) ... or a fantastic amount of internal employee 
negotiations and complaints (which we doubt, also), or the 
Board is keeping the County Counsel’s legal staff extremely 
busy on related matters behind closed-door executive 
sessions. We doubt this, too.

Tax Facts 


Moving Expenses 
Are Tax Deductible 


If you were transferred by 
your company or if you 
moved to take a new job 
you may be able to deduct 
many of your moving 
expenses, which were not 
reimbursed by your 
employer, according to H & 
R Block. 

Under pre-1970 law, you 
could deduct the cost of 
moving your household 
goods and your family if the 
distance between your new 
place of business and your 
old residence was 20 miles 
greater than the distance 
between your old place of 
business and your old 
residence, and if you 
worked in the new area for 
at least 39 weeks (the 39 
week rule may be waived if 
your employer transfers you 
sooner). The deduction was 
not available to 
self-employed persons. 

The new law has 
expanded the distance to 50 
miles and now includes 
self-employed persons 
(self-employed persons must 
work 78 weeks in the new 
area, at least 39 of which 
are in the first 12 months). 


In addition to those items 
which were deductible in 
the past, persons shifting 
their place of work can now 
deduct (1) travel, meals and 
Lodging expenses for 
pre-move house-hunting 
trips; (2) expenses of meals 
and lodging near the new 
job location for up to 30 
days; (3) expenses related to 
the sale of or settlement of 
a lease on the old residence 
or the purchase or lease of a 
new one. 

The deduction allowed for 
these three additional 
categories is limited to 
$2500, with expenses for 
h o u s e- h u n ting and 
temporary living limited to 
$1,000 of the total. Any 
reimbursement must be 
included in your gross 
income before the expenses 
can be deducted. 

According to H & R 
Block, these changes could 
generate some confusion in 
the mind of the taxpayer. If 
there is any doubt as to 
what is and what is not 
deductible as a moving 
expense, professional advice 
should be sought on your 
tax return.
